P a u l, April 14th.—T lie reports of the 
cyclone at St. Cloud, Sauk -««¡.¡ds, Rice 
Mation and other f>oints in that vicinity 
last night, were not exaggerated. At 3 
o ciock this morning, in those places, there 
were 49 dead and very nearly 200 injured, 
with m any still missing. 
All the bodies 
will probably he removed to-night. Just 
enough houses are left in Sauk Rapids to 
form a rii g around the village limits. The 
debris is not piled in heaps, hut scattered 
far and wide. The sign “ Sauk R apids” 
and a basketful of hooks were found in 
l.ixer station, several miles distant. This 
shows the teirible power of the storm. 
N'o reports were received from the outlying 
districts, where it is believed great destruc­ 
tion oí property and loss of life has been 
wrought.

AID FOR TIIE SUFFERERS. 
S t . I At l , April 15th.— The City Council 
this m orning voted $5,000 in cash to aid 
the cyclone sufferers, and Governor H ub­ 
bard dispatched a carload of provisions to 
Sauk Rapids. The car was accompanied 
by a committee of the Jobbers’ Union, who 
will oiler all the assistance in their power. 
Dr. Dersloa, who, with others, went last 
evening by special train to St. Cloud, re­ 
turned this morning. 
Upon reaching St. 
Cloud he said physicians from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis divided, pari going to Sauk 
Rapids. 
Dr. Dersloa was on the force sent 
to St. Renedielinc, the Sisters' Hospital, 
and they were kept busy until ,'i o'clock 
this morning. Twenty-five injured are in 
the hospital alone, and he does not know 
how many more are cared for in private 
houses. 
ESTIMATES OF LOSSIS. 
S t. P a u l, April 15th.—Revised estimates 
of the killed and wounded are : St. Cloud, 
15 killed, 40 injured; Sauk Rapids, 30 
killed, 100 h u rt; Rice's Station, 22 killed, 
unknown num ber injured. 


T.IE LIST OF KILLED AND WOUNDED GROWING. 
•St. P a u l, April 15th.—New bodies are 
being recovered hourly from the debris, 
and being brought in from the country in 
the track of the tornado. Twelve injured 
people have been brought in. Several of 
these will die. 
Four have diet! of their 
wounds since morning. At a church east 
of Rice’s, thirteen of a wedding party were 
^killed, including the officiating minister. 
At Sauk Rapids, 31 are already dead, and 
the list will be swelled to 40. At St. Cloud, 
at least 30 deaths can be traced to the re­ 
sult of the visitation there. 


THE HORRORS AT SAUK RAPIDS. 
S a u k R ap id s, A p ril 15th.—The dismal 
work of searching for the dead among the 
debris of this storm-swept section still con­ 
tinues, and the recovered remains, black­ 
ened and mangled, are being shrouded for 
the grave, while the wounded are receiving 
every possible attention. 
Physicians from 
neighboring cities are still on duty, tireless 
in their efforts. As the returns come in 
from the country, in the track of the tor­ 
nado, new fatalities are discovered, and 
other cases of the maimed are being brought 
in for treatm ent. 
No pen can depict the 
horrors of the scene. The final m uster of 
casualties will surely swell the total of 
fatalities to 100. and the wounded to over 
100, 
F a ta l B low in M issouri. 
S k id m o re (M o.), A p ril 15th.—A tearfu l 
cyclone passed over Monroe township, 
Nodaway county, last evening, destroying 
dwellings, barns, outhouses and killing a 
thousand dollars' worth of stock. Three 
persons were killed and many injured. 
Many of the wounded are not expected to 
live.

He has been a faith­ 
ful and efficient officer. 
Very few appreci­ 
ate the importance of your asking Con­ 
gressional aid in the m atter of preventing 
the exportation of dried shrim p and lisin 
I am glad you are seeding assistance in 
that direction. 
I suppose there is no gain­ 
saying the fact that tiie Chinese fishermen 
do more toward depleting the food supply 
of fish by catching and drying the young 
than all other causes combined. 
1 have 
felt for a long time that the good work be­ 
ing done by yottr Commission would go 
tor nothing, if this m atter is continued 
much longer. I sincerely hope you will 
be successful in securing ibe aid desired. 1 
am 
not 
much 
in 
sympathy 
with 
your movement 
in regard 
to 
carp, 
probably 
because 
I 
do 
not 
know 
anything 
about 
them . 
I 
i)ad sup­ 
posed, 
and 
I 
think 
it 
is

general impression, that they are a mud 
fish, and not very palatable. They are cer­ 
tainly not a fish that an angler would be 
interested in. 
If they are a food fish, of 
course their propagation for that purpose is 
all m ipoitant. In regard to bass I am 
glad yon are going to experiment with 
them. Judging from past experience, it 
would seem doubtful whether your experi­ 
ment would be a success, if the fish are 
placed in the rivers. 
1 understand your 
predecessors some years ago put a number 
of bass in Russian river, hut that nothing 
has been seen or heard of them since. 
1 
believe, too, that somebody put bass into 
Napa river some twor or three miles above 
the city of 
Napa, and 
above 
tide­ 
water, but that nothing has been heard 
ot them. 
I 
know of no stream in the 
otate nmre favorably advantageous for that 
purpose than Napa river. 
1 do not believe 
that bass and trout are calculated to live 
together in the same waters. The bass is a 
pugnacious fish, and by reason of the sharp- 
pointed dorsal tin is more than a match for 
the trout, especially anything untier say 
from six to eight ounces. 
In" placing the 
bass, I hope the Commission will take this 
into consideration. In regard to the viola­ 
tion of the fish laws, especially as to trout, 
I am satisfied there is a great ileal of it go­ 
ing on. especially in the counties adjacent 
to the cities. So far as getting any assist­ 
ance from District Attorneys is concerned, 
my experience is that it is" hopeless. Our 
laws are sadly deficient; but I hope, with 
the co-operation of your body, we will be 
able to remedy some of the defects. 
I am 
satisfied that a great deal of fishing is done 
during the m onths of January, February 
and March, and that a great m any trout are 
caught during those m onths under the 
guise of salmon fishing, and that the fish 
caught arc salmon or grisle, and again, un­ 
der the guise of fishing in tide water, it be­ 
ing claimed by many that that right con­ 
tinues all seasons of the year. 
W ith your 
permission, I would at some later day be 
pleased to express my views further on the 
subject of fish protection. I do not believe 
existing laws are equal to the prosecution 
of such a case.”

Belmont of the House Foreign Affiiirs 
Committee is very anxious that Represent­ 
ative Morrow shall agree to have his Cín­ 
trese bill set aside, in order that Selmont’s 
Chinese indem nity resolution shall 
be 
gi ven preference. 
Belmont says if Morrow 
will do this, he will personalty see the ^Tú­ 
nese Minister and arrange with that func­ 
tionary for such a modification of the pres­ 
ent treaty as will make it more binding in 
its effect. Morrow told Belmont flatly that 
he would agree to nothing of the sort. His 
(Belmont’s) proposition, he said, was chi­ 
merical, inasmuch as Congress alone couid 
remedy the difficulty. Moreover, the [.tu­ 
ple of the Pacific coast eared little for the 
indem nity resolutions. 
It was a stricter 
enjoreement of the law regarding the Chi­ 
nese that they were interested in. 
It is ex­ 
pected that a lively fight will occur in the 
Foreign Affairs Committee to-day, the more 
particularly as Belmont is determined to- 
have liis own way iu the matter, if txta- 
sible.

W a s h in g t o n , April 15th.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs considered 
to-day the Chinese question, but reaeheil 
no definite conclusion thereon. The entire 
matter was laid over till Tuesday, when a 
vote will he taken. 
It can bt safely said 
that the Morrow hill will pass with no m a­ 
terial amendm ent, except that ten years’ 
exclusion will be substituted for twenty, as 
is now priq>osed. The California delega­ 
tion have been untiring and persistent in 
their efforts to obtain action on the bill, 
and to-day both Morrow and Henley made 
brief arguments. The proposition to pay 
indem nity to the Chinese for the Rock 
Springs massacre will he reported favor­ 
ably, hut unless this measure is accompa­ 
nied by a bill restricting Chinese immigra­ 
tion, the indem nity m atter will be bit­ 
terly fought by the Pacific slope delegation, 
who will gain recruits elsewhere to defeat 
the indemnity hill. 
It is the intention of 
tlie committee to bring iu both Dills at the 
same time, and thus pacify all interests. 
T h a t “ I n s n lt ” to th e C h in ese E m b a s s y . 
W ashington, April 15th.—Assistant Sec­ 
retary of State Porter says that he has no 
information as to the statem ent that the 
Chinese Minister has demanded the re­ 
moval of the Collector of Customs at San 
Francisco. The Minister has acknowledged 
the receipt of the Collector’s explanation, 
and it is the impression that no further ac­ 
tion will be taken until the arrival of the 
new Minister and his suite. “ I am con­ 
vinced,” said Governor Porter this after­ 
noon, “ that the new Minister wouhi not 
come to W ashington at this tim e it he 
thought he had been seriously atl'ronted. 
and intended to make the action of the 
Collector a cause sufficient to create an un­ 
friendly feeling between China and the 
United States.” 
Chang Deilsen, of tbe Chinese Legation, 
says his Government will not take any fur­ 
ther steps regarding the treatment of the 
new envoy by the San Francisco customs 
officers. 
He says that Collector Hager's 
report was intended to mislead the State 
D epartm ent; that the new envoy was de­ 
tained, anil that it now remains for the 
United States to determine whether or not 
the officer should be punished.

W ashington, April 15th.—There is an 
im portant clause in the river and harbor 
bill which Senator Dolph hopes to turn to 
the advantage of freighters who use the 
W illam ette river. The clause is as follows; 
“ The Secretary of W ar is hereby directed 
to ascertain which and liow many, if any, of 
the navigable streams within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the United States have been and 
are now improved by locks and dams, or 
either, or by other improvements, either 
by the States, or by coporations in pursu­ 
ance of State authority, and upon which 
streams and for the use of which improve­ 
ments tolls are charged, and w hether said 
improvements can be purchased or con­ 
demned by the United States; the proba­ 
ble cost of each of said improvements, to­ 
gether with the probable benefit to naviga­ 
tion and commerce of such purchase or 
condemnation, when made with the view 
of making the navigation of such streams 
tree, anil report to the next Congress.”

W ashington. April 16th.—From a mem­ 
orandum prepared by one of the Civil Serv­ 
ice Commissioners, it appears that, exclu­ 
sive ol the arm y and navy appointments, 
4,013 appointments are subject to confirma­ 
tion by the Senate. Of these, there arouii- 
der the Departm ent of State, 803; Treasury, 
363 : Interior, 364 : Postotlice Department. 
2,252; and Department of Justice, 261. The 
whole num ber of civil employes under the 
Government is about 110,000, of which 52,­ 
632 are Postmasters. The total num ber of 
places subject to civil service examination 
is about 15.000, of which 6,000 arc in the 
postal service and 3.000 in the customs 
service. 
It will Ire seen by this that the 
civil service law does not cover one-seventh 
of the Government employes, and tor this 
reason the friends of the law say they are 
unable to account for the great and evi­ 
dently increasing clan or against it.

VAIN SUPERSTITIONS. 


llev. Dr. Mnnliall, the evangelist, is at­ 
tracting very much attention in .San Fran­ 
cisco. 
His latest utterance from the pul­ 
pit has brought the San Francisco doctors 
to tue it -re. 
1 he minister asserted in a 
re.-ent sermon that man is built on the 
seven-day plan ; that he is a seven days’ 
work. 
In illustration, he declared: “ A 
m m ill of typhoid fever, if he survive till 
the seventh day of his sickness and tides 
ove.- that day, there is no danger of his 
dying until tlie fourteenth day. 
If lie 
lasts through the fourteenth day lie is good 
.ill the twenty-first, and so on. 
But if lie 
;ü'ts till the forty-ninth day (the seven 
Lime- seventh day) he will get well, for 
¿uaa is a seven days’ work.” 
()f course 
this was intended to fortify the doctrine of 
Sunday rest—six days for labor and one for 
tro 1 and rest. 
\ \ liile the doctrine Í3 an 
essential of Christian faith, there is physi­ 
cal reason sustaining its beneficial charac­ 
ter : indeed, the necessity is for periodieitv 
of rest and change from ordinary voca- 
•ion. 
Sunday, aside from its Biblical forti­ 
fication, is a wise physical economy. Kverv 
man who rests oho day in seven is the bet­ 
ter for it, and accomplishes more in the 
round of tlie year than he who lahors 
without such cessation. 
But the idea of 
the mystical iu the number seven as re­ 
lated to man s being, is a bit of supersti­ 
tion. 
Just as much evidence can be ad­ 
duced in support of tlie mysticism of the 
number nine. 
The 
illustration cited, 
that of typhoid fever and the jteriod- 
ic.ty 
of 
its 
critical 
stages, 
was 
no: 
a 
happy 
one. 
Ague 
of one 
kind has tlie periodicity of every other 
day in sonic cases, or every third day in 
other eases, as a distinguishing feature. 
I he San ! rancisco doctors take issue with 
Dr. Munhall, and [looh-pooli his statement. 
It looks fine on paper, says Dr. Murphy, 
but is not liorne out by experience. 
Dr. 
M -Nutt ridicules the idea of the seven 
day periods in typhoid fever. Drs. Dennis, 
Chaigneau, Stanton, McLean, Kirkpatrick, 


I ■ 
< '¡lino, r.r.d other physicians, smiled 
broadly, or hotly denied the truth of Dr. 
Munhall’s theory. 
It is to lie said for it, 
however, that it is a popular delusion. 
Tiie reverend speaker reflected a popular 
superstition, and to that extent his illus­ 
tration was forcible, and had its due effect, 
but it ought not to lie permitted to go 
abroad as a fact in medical science. 
A 
man ’nay die of typhoid fever in anv of 
its stages, and at any time after its coal­ 
men cment, and patients do succumb, and 
crisis occur in the disease irrespective 
of any particular number of days of fever 
continuance. 
There are a great many of 
these superstitions afloat, and there is reli­ 
ance placed upon them that leads to neg­ 
lect cu’minaling in loss of life. 
There is 
no iilnc-s in which it will do to calculate 
upon 
afcty between supposed periodic 
crises. 
This is the testimony of medical 
m en and nurses of experience, and we 
who are without tííe circle of technical 
medical knowledge, ought to accept it and 
not trust to old-woniamsh superstitions and 
charms. Certainly Dr. Munhall would not 
intentionally mislead, ami now that it is 
called to his attention by skilled medical 
men, he will not continue in announcing 
belief in superstitions regarding disease» 
that, however harmlessly intended in cita­ 
tion to illustrate a point in doctrine, mav 
lead the ignorant into fatal reliance upon 
broken reeds. 


T.OUise M k ’Hf.i, is ccming to this coun­ 
try. 
We might stand that. 
But she is to 
take t>i the lecture platform, and that is 
bad. 
Tiiis woman is among the boldest 
advocates of the most vicious Socialistic 
doctrine*. 
Her politkal view is thus ex­ 
pressed by herself: “Tear down the whole 
social edifice and begin over again.” 
She 
holds that criar; is the result of law; 
therefore, abolish law and crime ceases. 
For government 
she would 
substitute 
social groups, in which every member 
would contribute to the general good, the 
-abler members without superior reward on 
account of superior services, hut content 
with 
doing 
mire for the association. 
Money would have no place in this arrange­ 
ment, the wants of all being supplied from 
a public store, to which all would con­ 
tribute according to the nature of their 
production and tlie extent of their ca­ 
pacity. 
Such teaching ought to defeat 
itself, but unfortunately it has hearers who 
become convinced by the platitudes of 
Michel and the sophistry of her school of 
thought. 
These are never very numerous, 
and in no place or in any experiment have 


On the (ith inst. Chicago held a city 
election, and for once all the journals of 
that place agree that it was perfectly fair 
and free from any suspicion of fraud. 
When an honest election is announced in 
a tone of surprise and congratulation, it 
testifies to the fact that sudi events are 
few and to a low state of political morals 
11 may or may not lie that the single in­ 
stance of virtue is evidence of reform. We 
are inclined to think it spasmodic only. 
The conviction of two election manipu­ 
lators of that city recently, and tlie fact 
that one of them,a noted political boss, is 
serving his time in State prison, may have 
frightened the vicious into temporary in­ 
activity. 
But it will be only temporary. 
Chicago, politically, is the “ wickedest city” 
on earth, Cincinnati alone excepted. 
No 
single case of purity of election can l>e ac­ 
cepted as a guarantee of reform from such 
a place. 


T h a t is a curious boycotting at Mitti­ 
ncague in Massachusetts. A Postmaster who 
is disliked by business men, and dependent 
iqion sale of stamps from bis office, is be­ 
ing lioycotted by the business people, who 
buy their stamps elsewhere, and mail their 
letters on mail cars. 
The result is that 
the Postmaster’s salary lias fallen to a 
nominal figure. 
Of course, this is a pro- 
t-st against 
the 
political 
chicane by 
which a favorite official was displaced 
for a party servitor, and is not to be classed 
with the boycotts that interfere with the 
conduct of business for opinion’s sake, or 
the exercise of a right. 
It is the first boy­ 
cott on record in favor of civil service re­ 
form.

D e a r ! dear! Here is another California 
deleat. 
A California barber has been 
beaten in a hair-cutting match on time, at 
New York, and loses $250. The trouble 
was that his New York opponent wore the 
prefix of Professor to his name. 
Of course 
a plain ordinary barber from California 
could not contend against such odds. 
We 
are all of us under lasting obligations to 
the Associated Press reporters for this 
stirring bit of telegraphic news, but our 
chagrin at tlie result of the match is deep, 
very deep. There is a grain of consolation, 
however—it is admitted that our man is 
tlie more graceful “ artist.” ^ 


T h e dispatches say that the Democrats 
of Pennsylvania talk of taking up Mr. 
l’owderly as a Presidential candidate.

L e t us not hope too much even of the 
tribunals of justice.

FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE POURING IN . 
St. Louis, April 15th.—A letter from 
Grand Master W orkman Powderly to Sec­ 
retary Turner is said by the Executive 
Committee to be the result of a unanimous 
request upon him by the Assemblies of the 
Order to place the strik; upon a broad 
basis. The support of the entire organiza­ 
tion will be secured by a formal circular. 
Since the arrival of the General Committee 
contributions, now running up to thou­ 
sands of dollars, have been received every 
day by the members. 
For the last week 
the contributions have averaged over$2,000 
a day. 
All this money has been sent out 
to be distributed among the strikers at 
every point on the system where it is 
needed, and it has been sufficient t-j meet 
all the demands so far without calling upon 
the reserve fund of the Order, or ordering 
an assessment. But Powderly’s directions 
for the call for contributions met with the 
approval of the Board, because it will prove 
to the public that the strike has the indorse­ 
m ent o: the Order in general. 


GOULD’S REPLY TO POWDERLY. 
New Y o rk , April 15th.—Powderly’s let­ 
ter was sent to Gould through W. O. Mc­ 
Dowell, with instructions that if Gould, to 
whom these written instructions were also 
submitted, did not consent to an honorable 
settlement of the difficulty before 5 o’clock 
of the day on which the letters were de­ 
livered, or at that hour still preserved si­ 
lence, to allow the letters to be published. 
At the opening of his reply to Powderly, 
Gould quotes bis letter of instructions to 
McDowell, and acknowledges the receipt of 
Powderly’s letter, the substance of which is 
given above, Gould then proceeds to con­ 
strue Pow dtrly’s letter as an official decla­ 
ration that the Knights of Labor had de­ 
termined to pursue him personally, unless 
the Missouri Pacific Company should yield 
to their demands in w hat "they called a 
strike on :hat roai’s 
Inj.mswer to these 
personal 
threat 
he 
would 
say that 
lie was still a free American citizen. 
Gould then refers to his lowly beginning in 
life and to bis success through habits of 
temperance and industry, and says that if, 
as Pow derly says, lie is to be destroyed by 
the Knights ot Labor, it is fortunate lie 
has retained his early habits of Industry. 
Gould then says lie is quite content to 
leave his personal record in the hands of 
his neighbors and business associates. If 
they have aught to complain of he will be 
glad to subm it to ijny arbitration. 
Gould 
then recounts the fact that when the strike 
commenced he was far away from the 
scene of trouble, and quotes telegrams 
front 
liis subordinates describing 
the 
difficulty 
and other messages hereto­ 
fore published during the earlv part 
of the 
troubles. 
The 
last 
dispatch 
quoted is one from A. L. Hopkins to 
Powderly, earnestly urging that the strike 
is unjust to both sides, as the road is in the 
bauds ot receivers. ” This dispatch,” savs 
Gould, “ you never answered. This cor­ 
respondence places tlie continuance of this 
strike on your shoulders. You sat still and 
were silent after Mr. H opkins’ urgent ap­ 
peal, and allowed the strike to go on; al­ 
lowed the company’s property to be forc­ 
ibly seized and the citizens of four States 
and Territories to be deprived of their 
rightful railway facilities. Thus forced, tlie 
Board of Directors, till mv return, placed 
the m atter in Mr. Hoxie’s'hands, by formal 
order, and that position of it has never 
been changed.” Gould then entered into a 
long review of the features of the difficulty 
already published and republished, m ain­ 
taining that the company's offer to take 
back the strikers who had not destroyed 
property, had been strictly lived up to, and 
that the company will stand ready to live 
up to its agreement in that regard. 
In con­ 
clusion Gould says: 
In the face of all this you notify me that un­ 
less by 5 o’clock I personally consent to do 
something—precisely what I do not see—then 


me again remind you that it is an American 
citizen that you anil your Order propose to de­ 
stroy. The contest is not between your Order 
and me, but between your Order and the laws 
of the land. Your Order has already defied 
those laws by preventing, by violence, this com­ 
pany from operating its roads. You hold, then, 
that this company should not operate iLs roads 
under tlie conditions prescribed by law, but 
only under the conditions prescribed by vou 
You declare in effect that I hold my Individual 
property 
aud 
rights, 
not as 
other men 
hold theirs, but only at the peril of your 
letting 
loose 
irrevocably 
after 5 o'clock 
your Order upon me. If this is true of this 
company ami me, it is true of other men 
aud companies. If so you and your Order are 
the law, and are American citizens only in 
name. Already, for weeks, your Order has, in 
your attack upon this company, not hesitated 
to disubie it by violence from rendering its duty 
to the public and from doing work and paving 
wages to men of. at least, three times your own 
number, who, working as they were" by your 
side, were at least deserving of your sympathy. 
Having thus flushed this violence beyond tlie 
great forbearance of the public, aud tound in 
this direction cause to hesitate, you turn upon 
me and propose that the wrongs you have 
hitherto inflicted on the public shall’ now cul­ 
minate in an attack upon au individual. In 
this, 1 have said, the real issue is between vou 
and the laws of the land. It may be that before 
you are through those laws will effectually ad­ 
vise you that even I, as au individual citizen, 
am not beyond their tare. Very respectfully.

To the Order whercrcr found—Greeting : Yofl 
have all read of the great strike on the Could 
lines of railway in the Southwest; its history is 
being written day by day. It makes but little 
difference now whether the men of the South­ 
west acted wisely or not. Let us pass that affair 
over, for 
it 
has passed into history. The 
General 
Executive 
Itoard 
of 
the Order 
attempted to settle the trouble and restore 
harmony. Agreements were made with them 
by Jay Gould, Esq., but when the Board 
reached St. Louis, Mr. Hoxie would not treat 
with them. Not that alone, but he positively 
refused to employ Knights of Labor, whether 
they had been active in the strike or not. It 
now becomes the part of everv man and woman 
in the Order to take up the fight of the men of 
the Southwest, and assist them to the full ex­ 
tent of their means. They have been idle for 
nearly two mouths. They have had a most try­ 
ing ordeal to go through, and are in need of 
funds. It requires no eminence or rhetoric to 
plead the cause of these suffering people. They 
require aid,

Send everv 
dollar you can spare to the General Secretary 
and Treasurer, who will at once forw ard it to 
the men at St. Louis for distribution.

We roust 
be judged by our action in this matter. 
Do 
not 
piss 
resolutions 
condemning 
capital, for we are 
not 
fighting capital. 
Do not antagonize the contest we have before 
us. Let us make friends of every man who has 
suffered through monopoly. This battle against 
the man who reprerents monopoly must be 
fought out maniuly. 
Watch his actions every­ 
where. Keep an eye on the doings of Congress. 
Urge the committee that has been appointed to 
its duty fearlessly. 
Strengthen their hands, 
give them 
every 
aid. 
In conclusion, let 
us again 
ask 
that 
you 
send 
at once 
every dollar you can at present raise to uphold 
the men who are now out along the lines of the 
southwest system of Gould's railways. Do not 
delay and at the same time make ready to bring 
the whole power of the Order to bear upon the 
man who wrecks railroads, homes, fortunes and 
live* in his greed for gold. Let us determine to 
have it go into history that the men of 1886 
struck as grandly for liberty as the men ot 1776.

Spread the Light Club, of the Brooklyn 
Knights of Labor, have issued an incendi­ 
ary address to the public, asking for aid for 
the St. Louis strikers. After denouncing 
Jay Gould as guilty of every crime, they 
ask workingmen if they intend to let such 
a man trample ou their rights. The most 
significant sentence is the advice to the St. 
Louis strikers not to allow crime to remain 
unpunished an hour. This and the tie-up 
on the Third-avenue surface road, and pos­ 
sible strikes on other lines, indicate that 
there may be trouble in this city iu the 
near future. 


MORE STREET CAR LINES “ TIED UP.” 
N ew Y ork, April 15th.—Eleven hun­ 
dred employes of the T hird avenue, Liv­ 
ingston avenue. One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth street and the Cable lines met to­ 
night, to decide the question of the con­ 
templated strike on account of the refusal 
of the company to discharge non-l'nion 
employes. At midnight it was decided to 
tie up those lines at 4 o'clock, and, il the 
demand is not acceded to, it is threatened 
to tie up all the roads in the city. 
T he Ohio B ribery Case. 
Columbus, April 15th.—The legislative 
committee appointed 
to investigate tlie 
charges of bribery in electing II. B. Payne 
Senator in January, 1884, reported this 
evening. 
The majority report, signed by three 
Republicans, is 
lengthy, 
and ' is 
ac­ 
companied 
by 
eighty ‘ pages 
of evi­ 
dence, the im portant points of which 
are cited, to show that while some of the 
members of the present General Assembly 
have been conclusively impeached, a case 
has been made as to coriupt methods, and 
the 
testimony fully 
justifies 
that it 
be certified 
at 
once 
to 
the United 
States Senate, for action by that body 
in considering Payne’s right to his seat. 
Most of the witnesses testifying as to 
the use of money 
were 
Democrats, 
some being ex-members of tlie Legislature, 
wlio were at the time offered various sums, 
notably Representative Kalioe, wlio testi­ 
fied that Senator Ramey oflered him $5,000 
to vote for Payne, saving that was what he 
(Ilamey) got. Evidence is cited to show 
two banks wherein Ramey deposited $2,500 
eaeli, and also to show large investments 
at the time by State Senator Elm er W hite, 
Representatives Mooney, Roche and others. 
The majority report is somewhat sensa­ 
tional, and lias caused a great stir, es|»eei- 
ally the evidence of 1:. A. Russell, wlio tells 
of picking up a $20 bill on the floor of 
D. R. Page’s room, Page being Payne’s 
managet, and J. J. Hale, wlio told of 
entering J. H untington’s room unceremo­ 
niously and finding stacks of bills—more 
money piled up than he ever saw in the 
bank of which he is a Director. The com­ 
mittee sets tortli that Huntington, who is 
one of tlie Directors of the Standard Oil 
Company, was regarded as tlie purser of 
the nlleeed Payne fund, and as soon as 
this committee was appointed lie tied to 
Cuba, and ha9 not been available. 
The minority report, signed by the two 
Democratic members, is devoted to argu­ 
ments to impeach the most damaging wit­ 
nesses, and while admitting that there have 
been many newspaper rumors and much 
testimony of 
a general nature as to 
corn.p on 
end 
bribery,; that there is 
il * direct evidence, and that the connecting 
link is out in every case, so that they hold 
such evidence should not ho certified*to the 
United States Senate to blacken the charac­ 
ter oí any man. 
Pending a discussion to print tlie 're­ 
ports and substitute the m inority for tlie 
majority report, a recess was taken until 
to-morrow morning, and tlie m atter will 
probably lie before tlie House all the week. 
B oycotting a P o stm aster. 
New York, April 15th.—A Springfield, 
Mass., special says: There is a curious 
boycott in Mittaneigue. a small village 
three miles from here. 
Michael Burke, a 
young Democrat, was recently appointed 
Postmaster, displacing Luke Bliss, a stanch 
Democrat, appointed thirty years ago, Tlie 
office is one of the fourth class, paid by the 
percentage ou stamps sold. Tiie business 
men and mili-owners were not consulted, 
and thav kicked. 
Burke had hard luck in 
getting a location for tlu-office, but finally 
succeeded. Now Hie mill people and many 
others get their stamps elsewhere and place 
their mail direct on the trains. They get 
their mail at the Postoffice, but have noth­ 
ing else to do with it. 
Burke’s pay has 
fallen to JftOO a year. 
He says polities 
don’t pay. 
Tlio lioycotted B akery. 
N ew York. April 15th.—Tlie police ar­ 
rested tlie piacard-liearers and hand-bill 
distributors in front of Mrs. Gray s bakery 
yesterday, and tlie Police Justice fined 
them $1 and costs each, and told them lie 
would send them to Blackwell's Island the 
next time. Mi's. Gray has been summoned 
before the Grand Jury to-day. and that 
body will look into the question of con­ 
spiracy on the part of tlie boycotters. 


The O neida C om m inunity au d Its F o u n d er 
N ew Y o rk , April 15th.—John H um ­ 
phrey Noyes, wlio died at hts home at Ni­ 
agara Falls, Ontario, on Tuesday, achieved 
distinction hv founding a religion, based 
upon the utter destruction of selfishness 
and the most genial system of com m un­ 
ism. H e was tlie father of the Perfection­ 
ists wlio peopled the Oneida Community. 
Noyes studied theology at Andover and 
New Haven, and was licensed to preach in 
1S33, but he was hurried awav bv tlie fan­ 
atical study of tlie Bible and'lhe frenzied 
preaching of revivalists, under 
whose 
ministrations lie chanced to sit. 
He con­ 
ceived altogether new ideas of the scheme 
of salvation, and liis license as an orthodox 
preacher was annulled. 
In the course of 
time he drew about him self a band of some 
forty faithful followers at Putney. 
It was 
in 1845 that he first declared his peculiar 
view of tlie relations of the sexes, and a 
year later the Putney Community adopted 
them in practice. They professed to repu­ 
diate the doctrine 
of 
free 
love, hut 
women, as well as goods, were enjoyed in 
common lot by the Perfectionists, and the 
equality of women with men in social and 
commercial affairs was maintained. Finally 
the little hand of fanatics was driven by 
force and threats from the community. 
This led to a pilgrimage to Oneida. Madi­ 
son county, New York, wliere, iu 1848, the 
now famous community was established, 
with a membership which presently grew 
to over two hundred. They started in 
with forty acres of unfilled latid, but in a 
little over twenty years the community 
had acquired 664 aeres of land, abundant 
water-power and manufacturing interests 
representing some $200,000. 
The system 
of complex marriage and unitary home 
worked its natural and most melancholy 
results, w hkh were seen in the younger 
generation, which came up under Mr. 
Noyes’ control of tlie community. In 1S77 
it was found necessary to abandon tiie in­ 
stitution of complex marriages, and the 
other practices of the communistic settle­ 
m ent fell into disuse. 


T he President to be Married In Jane. 
New Y o rk , April 15th.—The Tribune's 
Buffalo special of April 14th says : The 
report of President Cleveland's engagement 
to Miss Frances Folsom, of Buffalo, seems 
to be well founded. An Albany dispatch 
says : The Troy lady mentioned as re­ 
ceiving a letter from Miss Folsom is Mrs. 
Wellington, wife ot Assistant United States 
District Attorney Wellington. She is a 
cousin of General G. Barrett Rich, of Buf­ 
falo, and was formerly Miss Townsend. 
General Rich, to whom this dispatch was 
shown this afternoon, said: •• W hether 
Mrs. W ellington has received any letter I 
cannot say, but I will say to you the re­ 
port of Cleveland’s impending marriage is 
true. A lady friend of my wife—I prefer 
not to mention her name, but she is a 
close friend of Miss Folsom and is in con­ 
stant correspondence with her — lias re­ 
ceived a letter from Miss Folsom, in which 
she says she is to be married to Cleveland 
quietly at the W hite House in June." 
G eneral G ran t's D ispatches. 
New Y 'ork. April 15th.—It is said that 
General Grant’s family have material for 
another book, consisting of the General’s 
dispatches, arm y orders and letters. They 
will probably be arranged by Colonel Fred 
Grant, who is reported as saying that they 
will make agreeable m atter for those in­ 
terested in arm y affairs. 
A H air-C attin g M atch. 
New Y’o rk , April 15th.—A novel match 
for $250 a side took place here last night, 
between a barber from California and Pro­ 
fessor Harrod, of this city. Each under­ 
took to cut a man's bair within fifteen m in­ 
utes, the man cutting the quickest to re­ 
ceive the stakes. A num ber of prom inent 
brokers and politicians attended the match, 
which was the first of the kind in this city! 
The Californian was defeated, though the 
referee adm itted that he was the most 
graceful hair-cutier of the two. 
Annual Report of the Atchison Bond. 
Boston, A pril 15th.—T he an n n ai report 


of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad for 1885, gives the following in­ 
formation:

FO R EIG N . 


F ra n c e and th e V atican. 
N ew York, April 15th.—A Rome special 
say s: Relations between France and tlie 
Vatican are again strained almost to the 
snapping point, and at any m om ent one or 
the other may :ake a position which will at 
least tem porarily put a stop to diplomatic 
intercourse, ¡since he assumed office M. De 
Freycinet iias been yielding to the pressure 
put upon him by the Radical advocates of 
the separation of Church and State in 
France. Tlie vexations to which the Cath­ 
olic Church is exposed in France have em­ 
bittered the smoldering resentment of the 
Vatican, and the ill feeling lias been fanned 
by the Pope’s pro-German and Italian 
counselors. On the other hand, the French 
Government lias taken offense at the pro­ 
jected change of relations between Rome 
aud China. Pope Leo lias just resolved to 
treat directly with the Celestial Em pire in 
future with regard to all questions affecting 
Catholics in China, and to withdraw the 
privilege of protecling Chinese missions 
from France. The Panal decision is not 
yet officially notified to France, but in an­ 
ticipation of the rupture it is reported that 
M. De Freycinet has sent Lelebvre Debe- 
hair.e, French Embassador at tlie Vatican, 
letters of recall lor production at tlie fitting 
moment. 
A C heerful P a ra g ra p h . 
New Y’o rk , April 15th.—A London spe­ 
cial says: The London Telegraph, com­ 
menting on last night’s aim-home rule 
meeting, lias this cheerful paragraph : If 
we are ready to consent, at the mere m en­ 
ace of a gang of American desperadoes, to 
dismemberment, to which Turkey only 
submitted after lier deleat in a great war, 
our pusillanim ity will assuredly ]>oint to a 
decline more profound than her own. 
G erm anizing Poland. 
B e rlin , April 15th.—Tlie upper house of 
tiie Diet bus adopted the bills for Germaniz­ 
ing Poland. 
F a ta l Collapse o í a M ansion. 
P a ris , April 15th.—Nine persons were 
killed and a num ber were injured to-day 
at Abaccio, the capital of Corsica, by the 
collapse of a mansion.

The rainfall at Sacramento during the 
twenty-four hours ending at 7 o'clock last 
night was .5 3 of an inch, making 3 1 .8 4 
inches for this season, as against 3 2 .7 9 for 
the entire season of 1 8 6 7 -6 8 . This season 
is but .95 of an inch behind the wet season 
named above. The rainfall for tho whole 
of last season was but 1 6 .5 8 inches; this 
season having 1 5 .2 6 inches more rain to 
date than dia the whole of last season. The 
rainfall at each California Signal Service 
station during the twenty-four hours end­ 
ing 7 o’clock last night w as: For Red Bluff, 
.3 2 of an in ch ; Sacramento. .5 3 of an inch ; 
San Francisco. .2 1 of an inch : none at 
Keeler, San Luis Obispo or Los Angeles ; 
no report from San Diego. The barometer 
was falling in California, accompanied by 
a rising tem perature and southerly winds, 
with light rain in northern and central 
California; northerly and westerly winds, 
and clear to fair weather in the southern 
portion of the State. Tlie barometer in 
W ashington Territory and Oregon, at 
7 
o'clock last night, was low but rising, 
with southeasterly winds and weather 
ranging from clear to fair, cloudy, threat­ 
ening and light rain. The rainfall during 
the last few days does not, a3 a general 
thing, appear to have been of very large 
amounts, simply cloudy weather, and at 
times drizzling rain, resembling mucli tlie 
storms along the Atlantic coast of the East­ 
ern States, where a northeast storm will 
last two weeks, and sometimes not deposit 
more than one inch of rain ; but the wea­ 
ther will be cloudy, damp and drizzling, 
giving one the blues or making him low- 
spirited and gloomy. This resembles the 
Eastern stuff as near as can be, which 
no doubt will make some of our Eastern 
visitors feel more at home than they other­ 
wise would.

Total rainfall and melted 
snow, 1 .3 3 inches : total for season to April 
1st, 25.90 inches. There was twelve inches 
of snow fell during the m o n th ; prevailing 
wind was from the north. 
The observer, Mr. Titcomb, says: Noth­ 
ing specially noteworthy lias been observed 
during March. The heavier rains of the 
season seemed to be superseded in the lat­ 
ter part of February by the cold and dry 
northerly winds 
and variable weather 
usually prevalent here in the spring after 
the rains have mostly ceased. Similar 
weather lias prevailed* during the past 
month. 'I he air has been sensibly d rie r; 
the falls of rain or snow were quite incon­ 
siderable. while the prevailing winds were 
from the north.

Those who have had 
occasion to pass that way will remember 
that near the winery, on the front levee, 
below R street, there'is about a block from 
which so much soil was excavated years 
ago for levee building purposes, that a big 
hole was left, which at this season of the 
year is full of water. There is a narrow 
roadway crossing this section, leading from 
tlie street to the winery. A day or two ago 
a man employed at one of the breweries 
had occasion io cross this road on his way 
to the winery, but, as he did not pay close 
attention to his driving, his horse, when 
about half-way over, slipped from the side 
of the embankm ent and rolled into the 
water, which is quite deep. The driver, 
who had saved himself by jum ping, went 
to the rescue of the animal, and was about 
to cut the harness, when the horse in his 
struggles threw him into the pond. A man 
named Brophy, employed at the gas works, 
had meanwhile observed the trouble, and 
hastened to the spot to help save the horse. 
He caught the anim al by the bridle and 
managed to keep his head above water, 
supposing the driver would have no diffi­ 
culty in getting out: but when be looked 
around for him he had disappeared beneath 
the surface, being unable to swim. Brophy 
watched, and when he reappeared made a 
grab at him, caught him by his long mus­ 
tache, and towed him ashore! Other men 
who had arrived lent their assistance, and 
the horse was also rescued.
